Thess, with the County
Demoeratlo Henator Ahearn. and the two
Brooklyn Benatora, Jasobs and MoCarren, will
give a two-thirds majority in the Benate. The
71 Republiean Assemblymen, the @ Brooklyn
Domoerats, and the County Demoorata make
almost u two-thirds majority of the Asssmbly,
Unleas nrrangements can be mades to make tho
bill eatistactory to the Governor, the combina-
tion s to be arranged as outlined abova,

Angording to Gen. Husted * the Rapld Tran-
nit bill was drawn by a frisnd and associnte of
Mr. Cleveland.” It is thought here that this
* friend and asaocinte” is Francls Lynde Biot-
son, whose oonneotion with the Drondway
Rallrond bill may be recalled by any one
famillar with the investigntion. Ams originally
outlined, this bill is aald to have contalned as
Comminsioners the numes of Grover Cleveland,
Abram B, Hewltt, 8, V. IL Cruger, George Dliss,
and Fradorlock A. Behrodar of Brooklyn.

Yontordny sixty Indians appesred at the
eamp with thelr war paint on. They wore on
hornaback and rods four abroast, all heavily
nrmed. The commanding warrlor ordersd
Enginesr Wiggin to loave with his outfit im«
modiately.

Thoy sald the sohemen of the white man wore
of no uses to the Indian, and they wanted work
stopped at onoe.
